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GERMANS RESUME 
BATTERING BLOWS: 


Al CZAR'S ARMIES 


Berlin Claims That Rus- 
sians Have Been Driven at 
Several Points and Many 
Prisoners Taken. 


RETREAT OF RUSSIANS 
SEEMS TO BE ORDERLY 


Germans Are Capturing No 
Artillery or Booty —In- 
vaders Are Slowly Ad- 
vancing on Russian Second 
Line of Defense. 


London, August 15.—General von Bue- 
low’s army operating west of the river 
Dvinsk. again has taken the offensive, 
and, according to Berlin, has beaten 
the Russians in the vicinity of Kubisko 
and pushed them back in a northeaster- 
ly direction, taking more than 2,000 
prisoners. To the south, the Russians, 
according to the same source, made an 
unsuccessful sortie from Kovno, which 
the Germans are approaching. 

In the Polish sector the Germans are 
slowly advancing on Brest-Kitovsk 


While they continue to take prisoners 


they claim no capture of artillery or 
booty, which military observes say in- 
dicates that the grand duke’s armies 
continue their orderly retreat and that 
for a long time to come will be able 
to prevent the Germans from detaching 
any part of their army for large ven- 
tures elsewhere. 


AUSTRIAN DRIVE 


AT SERBIA. 


Th¢ only evidence of activity outside 
of Poland and the Baltic province is 
on the Serbian frontier, where a bom- 
bardment/of Belgrade by the Austrians 
end a counter bombardment of Semlin 
and Pasoova by the Serbians has been 
resumed. According. to Nish, Austrian 
attempts to cross the Danube near the 
Serbian and Rumanian borders have 
been~ repulsed, but military experts 
here believe this region will be the 
scene of the next Austro-German offen- 
sive. There is some speculation in 
military circlés as to whether Rumania, 
@s well as Serbia, will be-attacked be- 
cause of Rumania’s refusal to allow 
war munitions to pass through to Tur- 
key. 

There is no late news from the Dar- 
danelles, but information is expected 
hourly of a new movement of which 
the landings by the alliés last week 
were the preliminaries. 


ARTILLERY ACTIVE 
ON WESTERN FRONT.

RUSSIANS DRIVEN, 
GERMANS CLAIMS. 


Berlin, August 15.—(Via London.)— 
The German headquarters’ statement 
today says German troops onthe north- 
ern end of the Russian battle front 
have driven the Russians from Kubi¢s- 
ko, taking 2,354 prisoners. Other Ger- 
man claims are that a Russian sortie 
from Kovno fortress was repulsed, the 
Germans capturing 1,000 men: between 
the Narew and the Bug rivers, the Teu- 
tons took more than 4,500 prisoners - in 
the region of Losyce and Medzyrzec ‘the 
Germans broke through the Russian po- 
sitions; General von Woyrsch’s army 
alone also captured 4,000 Russians up 
to August 14; on the southern end of 
the battle line the Russians again be- 
gan to retreat this morning. 

The statement reads: 

“In the west: 

“In the Argonne the Martinswerk is 
being rebuilt. We buried 350 French 
corpses.. 

“The repeated bombardment of Muen- 
ster, in the Valley of the Fecht, was 
answered by us with a bombardment 
of the railroad tunnel at St. Die. The 
French, whose fire had beem directed 
afterward toward Markirch, ceased, 
once they realized the intentions of our 
artillery. 

“In the east:

“The manufacture of opium for smok- 


jing or other purposes is hedged about 


‘with most stringent restrictions by the 
United States. government,” said Dr. 
L. L. Froneberger, special agent trans- 
ferred from Jacksonville, Fla., to aid 
in the crusade against illegal tfaffic in 
drugs. “The government places a tax 
of $300 upon each pound of opium 
manufactured hnere and not only re- 
quires that the manufacturer be a citi- 
but.that he shall 
deposit with the revenue collector of 
his district a band of $100,000. Of 
such there is none on record here. The 
penalty for the violation of this act 
is a fine of $10,000, or imprisonment for 
five years, or both.

The government of the United States 
notes with satisfaction the recognition

ment should go beyond the long recog- 
nized rules governing such traffic by 
neutrals and adopt measures to “main- 
tain an attitude of strict parity with 
respect to both belligerent parties.” 

Vo this assertion of an obligation to 
change or modify the rules of inter- 
national usage on account of special 
conditions the government of the 
United States cannot accede. The 
recognition of an obligation of this 
sort, unknown to the international 
practice of the past, would impose upon 
every neutral nation a duty to sit in 
Judgment on the progress of a war 
and to restrict its: commercial inter- 
course with a belligerent whosé naval 
Success prevented the neutral -~from 
trade with the enemy. The contention 
of the imperial and royal government 
appears to be that the advantages 
gained to a belligerent by its superi- 
ority on the sea should be equalized 
by the neutral powers by the estab- 
lishment of a system of non-inter- 
course with the victor. 

To All Contraband. 

The imperial and royal government 
confines its comments to arms and 
ammunition, but if the principle for 
which it contends is sound, it should 
apply with equal force to all articles 
of contraband.

The repert begins by declaring that 
as the Standard Oil group ts the prin- 
cipal contributor to the wealth, pres- 
tige and power of the largest estate 
in the country if not in the -world— 
that of Mr. John D. Rockefeller, Sr., 
and his immediate family—facts re- 
garding the company’s labor policies 
must be regarded as of special signifi- 
cance. This is true, the report says, 
“because of the tremendous power 
wielded by the group of men who con- 
trol this industry and because of their 
announced intention. to enter the field 
of industrial relations with a, view to 
widening their influence and actively 
propagating what they deem to be the 
proper theorles and _ principles that 
should govern the relations between 
employer and employee.” 

Fintlings of Fact. 

“The following findings of fact aré 
to be considered,” says the report, “in 
the light of the foregoing: 

“The Standard Oil Company of New 
Jersey, although conducting an enor- 
mously profitable enterprise, pays 
wages too low to maintain a family on 
a comfortable, healthful basis.

Officially Announced’ Bom- 
bardment of Serbian Capi- 
tal Has Been Resumed. 


London, August 15.—Bombardment 
of Belgrade, the Serbian capital, has 
been resumed by the Austrians,’ ac- 
cording to an official statement issued 
at Nish Friday and telegraphed here 
by the Reuter correspondent. 

The statement reads: 

“The enemy yesterday bombarded 
Belgrade with large caliber howitzers. 
There was no loss of life. The bom- 
bardment ceased after we shelled 
semlin (in Austria on the tongue of 
land formed by the junction of the 
Danube and the Save opposite Bel- 
grade with which it is connected by 
@ railway bridge) and Panscova 
(across the Danube from Belgrade in 
Austria) causing fires in Semlin and 
@ panic in Panscova.” 


Reports that the Germans and Aus- 
trians had mobilized from 300.000 to 
400,000 men along the frontier prep- 
aratory to a campaign to crush the 
Serbians and open a way for ship- 
ment of munitions to Turkey, have 
been received from various sources 
the past week. There have been sev- 
eral frontier clashes between the 
Serbs and Austrians in the past few 
days, but nothing to indieate that 
Serbian territory has been invaded.

NATIONAL REGISTRY DAY 


Every Person Between Ages of 
15 and 65 Forced to Sign. 
Remarkable Scenes. 


London, August 15.—This was na- 
tional registry: day throughout the 
United Kingdom. Every person be- 


tween the ages of 15 and 65 had to fill 
out a blank giving age, occupation and 
ability to do work useful to the state. 
The forms will.give the government, in 
the present crisis, complete information 
as to the country’s labor resources 
and the number of men available for 
military service. 

The enumeration caused remarkable 
scenes in all parts of the country. 
Many young men, believing the regis- 
try means the inauguration of compul- 
sory service, and that’ men joining the 
army hereafter will be considered con- 
scripts instead of volunteers, went to 
the recruiting offices, which were kept 
open all day in some towns, to offer 
their services. 

Many young Irishmen working in 
England, Scotland and Wales, returned 
to Ireland, to some counties to which 
the registration did not apply. 

The departure of these Irishmen from 


the Clyde was marked by a noisy dem- 
onstration. A crowd gathered at 
Greenock harbor, jostled the pros- 


pective passengers and greeted them 
with cries of ‘‘Cowards.” 

In Glasgow particularly a large num- 
ber of young men hastened their mar- 
riages so they could be included among 
those listed as married in the national

If England carries out her implied threat 


to place cotton on the list of contraband of 
war and treat it accordingly, she will com- 


mit an unpardonable offense against the 
entire United States. To the south such 
action would be intolerable effrontery, and 
regardless of the sectional limitations of 
the product, the question would at once be- 
come a national one, bigger than any in 
which the European war has yet involved 
this country. 
3 The most serious evidence a such is 
England’s purpose comes in the dispatches 
conveying the announcement of Lord Robert 
Cecil, under secretary for foreign affairs, 
who takes the position that every possible 
means must be employed to prevent cotton 
reaching Germany, and that if the, declara- 
tion of contraband should be made it would 
be considered well within England’s rights 
under international law. 

Lord Cecil’s statement is apparently tn- 
tended to prepare this country for the forth- 


coming declaration which England contem- 


plates. The American government, speaking 


_for the American people, should anticipate 


it. We should make it so plain to England 
that such a declaration against cotton would 


be considered “deliberately unfriendly,” that 
there could be no mistaking American feel- 
ing or misunderstanding of the American 


position. | 
There is no ground for declaring cotton 


contraband except England’s desire to do it 
in order to keep it out of Germany. In the 


laws of civilized nations defining non-contra- 


| band, cotton stands at the head of the list. 
England forbade Russia to declare cotton 


contraband in the latter’s war with Japan, 
because it would have interfered with the 


| business of the Indian cotton growers. 


Is the “Mistress of the Seas,” for the 


purpose of defense, reduced to the abroga- 


tion of her own solemn agreements, and 
the purpose to deny to others the principle 


that she enforced in behalf of a handful of 
her own people under similar conditions?

There is neither justification for declar-

As a 
matter of fact, when the bottom of the mat- 
ter is reached it is more reasonable to be- 
lieve that it is really an industrial question 
that is-involved. By keeping cotton out of 
Germany, England can interfere with a big 
German industry, and she can likewise so 
depress the price of the staple that her own 
manufacturers can buy it for considerably 
less than its actual worth in open world 
markets. There seems to be the real meat 
in the cocoanut.

of the English master spinners mean the 
other day in not only protesting against any 
relieving of the blockade, but urging that 
cotton be placed forthwith on the list of 
contraband? , 

We do not want any war with England 
or anything approaching war. There is no 
reason why we should have it. We would 
even deprecate the necessity for any retalia- 
tory action on the part of congresg to en- 
force England’s recognition of our rights on 
the seas. But we have effectually given 
England to understand on two former occa- 
sions that our rights on the seas must be 
respected, and we should see to it that she 
is left in no sort of doubt upon the same 
subject as it affects our present situation. 


REDUCING IMMIGRATION. 

Foreign immigration to this country has 
been reduced about 60 per cent as the result 
of the European war. Before the war there 
were around a million arrivals annually in 
the United States; for the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1915, they were only 434,244. 

But within that same period nearly 
400,000 persons went back to Europe. The 
number of foreign arrivals in this country 
for the year was only 60,070 more than the 
number of departures, whereas for several 
years before the difference had been any- 
where from 400,000 to 800,000. 

The difference is due in a very large 
measure, of course, to the return home of 
the European reservists. The first year of 
the war showed 227,882 fewer Itallans com- 
ing into this country than the preceding 
year, while the Italians also led in the num- 
ber returning home, namely 124,246. Eng- 
land figured next, with 76,868 returning 
citizens, while those of other nations went 
back in proportion. 

While patriotism has figured largely in 
the exodus, it is also true that war prices 
for labor have proven a tempting bait, and 
there have been many Americans among 
those going to Europe, attracted by this 
opportunity. The movement has not, of 
course, been sufficient to have any material 
effect upon labor conditions in this country 
into which other factors have entered very 
strongly within recent months. 

Wages have always been higher in, this 
country than abroad, and there is no doubt 
the same situation will continue when it is 
over. This will not only mean a return of 
the Americans who have been attracted by 
the temporary opportunity for profit, but 
will act as an incentive to bring aliens in 
increased numbers. 

There is every reason to believe that 
opportunities offered here will bring to this 
country, following the close of the war, 
larger numbers of immigrants than ever 
before. With their countries devastated and 
their homes laid waste, Europeans will 
naturally turn to a great country that has 
kept the peace and preserved faith with 
its people. It will not be a question of what 
we want, but we will have to look out more 
than ever for what we do not want in the 
matter of foreign immigration. Redoubled 
effort will, no doubt, be necessary on the 
part of officials, to avoid the entrance of 
undesirables. 

For a time, at least, there will probably 
be efforts on the part of some of the coun- 
tries which have experienced heavy losses 
to keep their people at home. But with 
bankrupt treasuries and taxes enforced to 
the limit, they will have more than ordinary 
difficulty in keeping at home those who 
wish to enjoy to the full the fruits of their 
hard labor. 


THE EVERY-DAY ADVERTISER. 

In an editorial on advertising on the 
every-day plan The Boston Globe says “‘it is 
equally appropriate to observe that ‘Every 
Day is Advertising Day’ with up-to-date 
Americans.” The Globe, after a brief review 
of the progress of advertising, which “prob- 
ably started longer ago than can be definite- 
ly ascertained,” says: 


Shrewd financiers and merchants do 
not neglect to advertise in one form or 
another almost every day in the year. 

Rich men in numerous lines of in- 
dustry made their first money by care- 
fully consulting the contents of news- 
papers. A first-class journal is full of 
valuable suggestions which keen men 
of affairs knew how to use. 

It is a good plan for all ambitious 
and enterprising citizens who need to 
get in touch with the public rightly to 
realize that, as a rule, every day should 
be advertising day. Ana they should 
carefully select the right medium for 
their newspaper advertisements, mak- 
ing the same large or small according 
to their means. The small advertiser 
usually develops into a large one if he 
handles his first profits judiciously. 


One of the great national advertisers, 
asked if returns from his large investment 
were immediate and Satisfctory, said: “We 
don’t worry about returns, for they are cer- 
tain to come. The thing is to keep ever- 
lastingly, convincingly, at it!” 

Readers of newspapers and magazines 
look for the announcements of advertisers, 
and are disappointed when they are not in 
evidence. They are naturally as keen for 
their own business interests as the advertis- 
ers themselves.

The Holland Letter | 


Of the transactions which tnvolved the 
export and the import of gold to and from 
the United States, that one which was com- 
pleted on -Wednesday of last week was one 
of the largest in amount and was initiated 
and finished with a celerity and secrecy 
which, of themselves, would make of this a 
traditional transaction. Great Britain sent 
to the United States by way of Halifax 20,- 
000,000 in gold. The United States transmit- 
ted to Spain In 1898 and three years later, 
to France gold or its representative which 
in the case of Spain aggregated $20,000,000 
and in that of France $25,000,000. Almost 
in the last moments of the past century 
the United States received from Great Brit- 
ain approximately a hundred millions in gold. 
These three of an earlier day and one which 
was completed last week are the largest 
transactions of the kind in which the United 
States was one of the parties. 

There were, however, some important dif- 
ferences in detail and in purposes. All of 
them, however, with the exception of the 
import of a hundred millions in the last 
month of McKinley’s firet administration as 
president, were conducted with secrecy and 
great skill, and in the case of our payment 
to France for her title and good will in the 
Panama canal, and the transaction has often 
been spoken of as one of the finest demon- 
strations of the high art to which modern 
international financing has attained. Many 
times George W. Perkins, who had some 
personal part in the transactions between 
the United States government and interna- 
tional banking houses by means of which 
some-twenty-five millions in gold or its equiv- 
alent were sent to France, has alluded to 
the transaction as the perfection of skill, 
celerity and economy so far as the trans- 
mission of great amounts of gold to other 
nations is concerned. 

Treaty With Spain. 

We were obligated by the terms of the 
treaty of peace with Spain to pay to that 
country twenty millions in gold. Nominally, 
and from one point of view in fact, this gold 
was paid so that we might acquire title to 
various lands in the Philippine islands which 
had been in possession of religious orders. 
Undoubtedly, however, the offer which our 
peace commissions made to Spain when draft- 
ing the treaty was inspired by the desire to 
make the terms as easy as possible to Spain 
and to console her for the loss of her great 
eastern possessions. 

When the time came for making payment 
the government at Washington was ready 
to draw gold to the amount of twenty mil- 
lions from the treasury and, if necessary, to 
ship it to Paris, where it was to be placed 
to the credit of Spain. James Stillman, how- 
ever, at that tinie president of the National 
City bank, in association with-several inter- 
national bankers undertook to provide the 
means whereby this large sum could be 
paid over to Spain in Paris without ship- 
ping a dollar of the coin. The arrangements 
were speedily and with much prudent cau- 
tien made with the government. The treas- 
ury department was ready to deliver the 
gold in New York. The bankers procured 
foreign exchange, some of it on London and 
some of it on Paris, equal in amount to t@is 
twenty millions in gold. The exchange was 
shipped to Paris. The gold remained in New 
York and undoupbtedly the exchange was li- 
quidated by means of trade transactions. 
Nobody but the government and the bankers 
knew until payment hadsthus been made how 
it was all done. 

In the first administration of Theodore 
Roosevelt as president, the time came for 
making payment of forty millions to France 
in return for which we were to receive all 
her rights and titles in the Panama canal 
plant. It became necessary to ship some 
twenty-five miilions in gold to Paris as part 
payment. The government was prepared to 
ship this gold, but the international bank- 
ers under the leadership of J. P. Morgan & 
Co. perfected a plan by means of which the 
gold could be kept in the United States and 
exchange sent across the sea aggregating 
twenty-five’ millions, There were a good 
many details to work out before the plan 
was perfected. While this work was in 
progress no one excepting the bankers and 
the government was informed of the plan. 
At last it was perfected, and the transaction 
did not affect the money market in any way. 
Not until some weeks had passed was the 
information given to the public that we had 
paid Franee twenty-five millions and had 
kept the gold at home. 

One Hundred Millions. 

The import of one hundred millions of 
gold in McKinley's first administration was 
not a single transaction. It extended over 
some two months. There was no secrecy 
about it. The gold came in payment for 
very large imports from the United States, 
but it came in “odd lots,” so to speak, some- 
times a million a day, sometimes three or four 
millions. It was all stored in the vaults of 
the clearing house, and these vaults were 
so greatly clogged by this gold that it was 
necessary to fit up temporary shelves in the 
aisles. Rereetis 
In the financial district, the secrecy and 
the swiftness which characterized this latest 
movement of gold across the Atlantic in 
large amounts are spoken of with admira- 
tion. Not the slightest hint had come from 
London that a steamer whose cargo was 
twenty millions in gold had sailed for Halifax 
or for any other port. Not until the steam- 
er reached Halifax did the fact become 
known. It was, of course, impossible to per- 
fect arrangements for shipping the gold from 
Halifax to New York by rail without attract- 
ing attention. Some years ago a special train 
left the Pacific coast for New York whose 
only freight was several millions in gold. 
It was amply defended and in the very fact 
of the defense there was awakened curiosity 
respecting the shipment. The gold was 
brought across the continent in such man- 
ner as to make it easy for the express com- 
pany to imitate, last week, the example 
then set. In that way the twenty millions 
in gold was brought from Halifax to New 
York and with as much care as would have 
been the case had the cargo consisted of 
high explosives. 
surmises respecting the purpose which lay 
behind this shipment from London, and yet 
this purpose was apparent. 

In some way the money is to be used in 
liquidation of some of the the obligations 
Great Britain has established on account of 
heavy purchases in the United’States. The 
shipment of gold justified a prediction made 
some weeks ago by Max May, one of the 
world’s leading experts in foreign exchange, 


-who said that he did not see how the ex- 


change market could be protected unless the 
nations which have been buyMmg heavily in 
the United States began to ship gold to this 
country. The surmise is general that this 
is not to be an isolated shipment, but that 
it will be follawed by others, and it is one 
of the paradoxes which the European- war 
has caused that the one nation in the world 
whfth has no need of gold—since it possesses 
the world’s greatest supply of available gold 
—is also the one nation to which gold is irre- 
sistibly attracted. HOLLAND.

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REPORT WORK OF LABOR BUREAU 
CONFERENCE FOR UNEMPLOYED 


Cator Woolford represented Atlanta's 
Clearing House for Unemployed at the re- 


cent conference in California, called by the. 


United States Department of Labor on Em- 
ployment, and was the only official. delegate 
who represented a clearing house of indepen- 
dent activity, and not a part of municipal or 
state supervision. 

; The call for the conference was’ made by 
the government that all agencies operating 
in the interest of the unemployed might have 
& common basis to work upon, and a co- 
relation of interest. Only .those agencies 
under municipal or state guidance were eli- 
gible, but a special exception was made in 
the case of the Clearing House for Unem- 
pipyed in Atlanta, which has been recognized 
as doing a signally practical work in reach- 
ing conditions among Atlanta’s people com- 
ing under the head of the unemployed. 

The first official report made on the out- 
side by the Atlanta bureau was when the 
board sent the secretary, Miss Susan McClel- 
lan, to the conference in Detroit to discuss 
the problems of the unemployed. Her report 
attracted wide interest, and because of it the 
exception was made in respect to Atlanta 
and she was invited as an official delegate. 
The board directing the activities of the 
clearing house of which Mrs. Beaumont Da- 
vison is chairman were unable to send Miss 
McClellan, but wired to Cator Woolford ask- 
ing him to report at the conference for At- 
lanta. 

Mr. Woolford’s Report. 

Mr. Woolford attended the conference and 
has submitted to Mrs. Davison the following 
resume of the very interesting conference: 

Mrs. Beaumont Davison, Chairman Board 
of Directors, Clearing House for the Unem- 


ployed, Atlanta, Ga.—Dear Mrs. Davison: In 
accord with your telegrem, I attended the 


first labor conference called by the United 


States Department of Labor on Employment. 
The conference opened August 2 and was in 
session until August 6. 

The conference was official and was -pre- 
sided over by Hon. W. B. Wilson, secretary 
of labor. There was present members of the 
immigration service, labor commissioners 
and othér officials representing the states 
and employment officials from the various 
cities, representing their municipalities. The 
representation Was a and the conference 
throughout was strictly business. They took 
a broad view of the employment proposition, 
and I am sure the work of the conference is 
going to result in much good and have a far- 
reaching effect on the people of the United 
States. The proceedings will be published 
and furnished to those interested. 

The object of the conference was to fur- 
nish a working basis between those inter- 
ested in the employment proposition, which 
includes the cities, states and the federal 
government. The object of the conference 
was obtained, and there is now a clear un- 
derstanding between all parties, and an ad- 
visory board has been selected to continue 
the co-operation started by this conference. 

I am attaching a Aig ce which gives the 
work taken up by the conference. In addi- 
tion to the work outlined, we had short talks 


from representatives from the départment of 
the interior, the postoffice department and 
the agricultural department. These depart- 
ments are all co-operating with the labor 
department on the employment proposition. 
There were also several parties interested in 
the employment proposition who made short 
talks before the conference, among them a 
vocational expert and a progressive Dusineéss 
man from Boston who has a new idea rela- 
tive to the handling of employees.’ 

Back to Land Movement. 

There was considerable discussion given 
to the movement, “Back to the Land.” The 
plan of the department of labor is to make 
use of the $10,000,000 collected by the immi- 
gration service as a per capita tax on immi- 
grants. This sum is now in the hands of the 
treasury department, but not available for 
any use except for immigrant service, and 
they do not need it. The idea is to get con- 
gress to mliow the department of labor to 
use this in promoting their ,plan of “Back 
to the nd.” They would get land from the 
government and buy other Iand from indi- 
viduals; then finance people to cultivate and 
develop these ‘lands. This strikes me as a 
practical plan and one which can be sne- 
cessfully carried owt by the department of 
labor. 

If the plan mentioned above ts carried 
out, it will be a great help to the south, as 
we have lots of cheap land which ths gov- 
ernment could use in connection wtb this 
plan. No movement that I have heard.men- 
tioned in many years would help the south 
as this movement will. 

Your representative was well received by 
the officials of the féderal, states and mntu- 
nicipalities. I was put on the proeram com- 
mittee and led the ates usston on ‘Methods o 
Employment Bureaus from the Standpoint o 
Employers.” I was fhe only representative 
not in the employ of fh® federal, state or 
city governments. 

Recommendationa. 

I recommend that we proceed at once to 
organize state and municipal employment 
bureaus fn Georgia. The federal government 
will assist us fn this| proposition. It shayld 
be worked o through the labor commits 
sioner and the various ‘cities. 

We should endeavor to get vocational 
guidance in the city s@hools,-as this is need- 
ed in order to carry out the employment 
proposition. A close working basis should 
e established in the schools and our clear- 
ing house so that we can assist them in 
placing their graduates. 

~The “Back to the Land® movement should 
be taken up by our city and state chamber 
of Gommerce and secure the interest of other 
like onganizations to work with the depart- 
ment of labor on this proposition. 

The national government will send us one 
or more representatives at their own expense 
when we are ready to take up the proposi- 
tion of organizing the state and municipal 
bureaus. They will assist us in drawing up 
the necessary bills to he presented to thea 
legislature and the municipalities. The re- 
quest for assistance from us should he « ened 
by our commissioner of labor, the mator of 
the city and the chamber of commerce

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RISE AND FALL OF 
CARTHAGE TOLD BY 
THORNWELL JACOBS 


The mighty struggle of Carthage and 
Rome with all that it involved in determin- 
ing the destiny of Europe formed the sub- 
ject of the fifth sermon in the special his- 
torical series which is being delivered by Dr. 
Thornwell Jacobs, president of Oglethorpe 
university, at the Congregational church, on 
yesterday morning. 

The Carthaginians, who of all the peoples 
with whom she came in contact came near- 
est to stopping the irresistible advance of the 
Roman empire, were a colony of Tyre, the 
most important of the Phoenician cities. The 
story of her founding, of how Elissah, the 
queen, known to students of Virgil as Dido, 
left her native city with the many colonists 
on board her hollow ships, formed one of the 
most interesting legenas of ancient history. 
The Phoenicians themselves probably came 
from the Bahrein islands in the great Sea of 
the Rising Sun. They were Known to the 
Egyptians as the inhabitants of Puna or 
Punt,. which lay on both sides of the Straits 
of Bab-El-Mandeo. About the middle of the 
second century before Christ we find them 
established along the Syrian seacoast just 
north of Palestine. With a country vary- 
ing in width from three to thirty miles, 
and in length perhaps two hundred, and 
surrounded by powerful military nations 
who outnumbéred them overwhelmingly, 
they assumed as their dominion the tideless 
waters of the Mediterranean. 

There has never been in the history of 
the world any finer mingling of business and 
romance than that exhibited by the career 
of the Phoenician peoples, for it may be 
truly said that a little animal smaller than 
@ man’s hand led to the civilization of the 
Mediterranean world and’ the discovery of 
England, 

It happened this way: At that time a spe- 
cies of shell fish known as the murex trun- 
culus or purple-mussel was found in great 
abundance along the Phoenician coast. This 
little anmial secretes a fluid which, when it 
is applied to ‘wool and cotton fabrics and 
exposed to the sunlight, dyes them the most 
beautiful shades of red and crimson and pur- 
ple. The manufacture of this purple dye 
was a secret known only to the Phoenicians, 
and the demand for their product was im- 
mense. It required 300 pounds of the pur- 
ple to dye-fifty pounds of wool, and there 
was one drop to each shell fish. An idea of 
the immensity of the business may be gleaned 
from this fact. The coasts of Syria and lAter 
of the entire Mediterranean were scoured 
for these tiny shell fish, the need of which 
led the adventurous mariners to making the 
most amazing discoveries in the ancient 
world. 

The Phoenicians were also splendid work- 
ers in metals, particularly in the making of 
bronze, which. required both copper and tin. 
In the search for tin they discovered Spain 
and later the Tin-Islands or Cassiterides off 
the coast of Cornwall. In these pursuits 
they led all other nations and, in fact, they 
became the merchant people of the ancient 
world. Their caravans wound from India to 
Tyre and from Egypt to the Black sea. They 
established land routes through France and 
Germany and held the carrying trade of the 
civilized world in their hands both by sea 
and land. They sought amber, taking a 
route across Germany from the Adriatic to 
the Baltic and in the days of Pharaoh-Ne- 
cho it was their sailors who rounded the 
Cape of Good Hope nearly two thousand 
years before the days of Vasco da Gama. 

Dr. Jacobs described briefly .the religion 
of the ancient Carthaginians, and in particu- 
lar the great temple of Moloch and the rise 
of human sacrifice. 

The way that business men can fight 
when they have to was the subject of a para- 
graph in the sermon. Here a description 
of the three famous sieges of Tyre was giv- 
en; the first under Shalmeneser, the Assyr- 
ian king, before Christ 725, when they sue- 
céssfully withstood a siege of five years and 
gained a great naval battle though outnum- 
bered five to one; the second under Nebu- 
chadnezzar, the Babylonian, 585 B. C., which 
siege lasted thirteen years and was followed 
by a surrender with hofior; and the third un- 
der Alexander the Great, 332 B. C., when Tyre 
was utterly destroyed and with her the only 
spark of independence in the East. 

The mighty struggle of Rome and Car- 
thage was described in the story of the Pu- 
nic wars, In the first of these, the queen of 
the Tiber lost four successive fleets and a 
whole army under Regulus. It was in the 
second that Hannibal made his famous marcé# 
over the Alps from the Spanish empire of 
Hamilcar and won successively 
great battles of Trebia, Trasimenus and Can- 
nae. And it was at that time when Rome lay 
exhausted at its feet that Gaius Nero saved 
his city by winning the battle of the Metau- 
rus, and cast the head of Hannibal’s brother 
into his camp. “I behold the destruction of 
Carthage,” exclaimed the great general. Zama 
and Publius Scipio ended the struggle. 

The terrible story of the destruction of 
Carthage and the siege which» lasted three 
years, B. C. 149-6, was told. “Where the 
industrious Phoenicians had trafficked for 
500 years Roman slaves henceforth pastured 
the herds of their absent masters.” 

The story of Rome herself will be told in 
the next sermon of the series.

Atlanta’s Philanthropies have developed 
greatly in the last ten years under the guid- 
ing thought and effort of some of the city’s 
ablest men and women. But their efforts 
have been confined principally to separate 
enterprises dealing with some particular 
phase of helpfulness. They have never got- 
ten together for a concerted, well-rounded 
program. 

The Associated Charities was organized 
ten years ago mainly to bring about  co- 
operation between individuals and organiza- 
tions interested in the same family, but at 
that time relief in food, fuel, etc, was al- 
most the whole of helpfulness. Service in its 
various forms as supplied by the. probation 
officers, the visiting nurses, the Home Find- 
ing Society, the school nurses, the anti- 
tuberculosis visitors, the Associated Chari- 
ties’ agents did not exist. 

We now need greatly to create the un- 
derstanding and the machinery for the ef- 
fective co-ordination and conservation of all 
these efforts, and to develop a better wark- 
ing basis respecting the sources and the uses 
of relief. : 

Some public officials, notably Dr. W. L. 
Gilbert, chairman of the alms and juvenile 
committee of the county commissioners, and 
Dr. John CC. White, chairman of the coun- 
cil committee on benevolences and pensions, 
are conscious of this need, as are certainly 
the social workers themselves: If we do 
not understand definitely what others are 
attempting and equipped to do, unjust ¢riti- 
cisms and useless conflicts will arise. Though 
we are all working together quite harmoni- 
ously for the time being, we are not work- 
ing in near as close or intelligent co-op- 
eration as is practicable, and the time is at 
hand for another big step forward. It is to 
be expected of the Atlanta spirit. 

The treatment of poverty presents one of 
the most serious concerns of the times, for 
it is mainly out of poverty-strick homes 
that ignorance and disease and crime are now 
knovn to arise. We should develop and re- 
inforce the agencies that are successfully 
attacking these evils at their source in such 
homes. Says Professor Patton, of the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania: “If you acknowledge 
kinship with the masses, have faith in hu- 
manity and would strive for its elevation, re- 
generation should be your watchword,’ and ° 
you should promote the interests of the weak 
rather than to give nurture :to the strong.” 

The chamber of commerce has a commit- 
tee on charities and undoubtedly your edi 
torial will be brought to its attention with 
a pew to putting the suggestion into ef- 
fect.
